A half-cent rise in ‘the retail 
price of grade A and homogenized 
milk by .Pevely, St. Louis and Ad- 
ams dairies went in effect today. 
Cause of the increase, the firms 


it said, was the automatic seasonal 
rise of 45 cents per 100 pounds 


paid to dairy farmers under the 
federal order regulating milk 
here. 

Under the new price, grade A 
milk of Pevely and St. Louis 
dairies will be 19% cents a quart 
and their homogenized milk will 
retail at 20% cents. Grade A 
milk processed by Adams will 
17% cents and homogenized 18% 
cents a quart. Adams makes no 
home deliveries. 

The increased cost of milk from 
the farmers, the dairies indicated, 
is equivalent to 1 cent a quart, 
but they are absorbing one-half 
cent of this rise because of lower 
prices for dairy equipment, desire 
to keep large milk supplies mov- 
ing, or other competitive reasons. 

Arthur F. Kerckhoff, president 
of Pevely, said that even with the 
increase, the cost of milk per 
quart is 4 cents lower now than 
it was in July a year ago.

LABOR SHOWS GAIN 
OF 17 SENATORS ON 
TAFT-HARTLEY VOTE 


Four Republicans, Three Dem- 
ocrats Switch Positions 
From Two Years Ago. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP)— 
Labor counted a net gain of 17 
votes in the Senate today as its 
harvest for two years of bitter 
political campaigning against the 
Taft-Hartley Act.

‘ARRIVE AT ZOO 


Kookaburras and  Yellow- 
Wattled Brush Turkeys 
Are New Additions.

Two sets of avian oddities from 
Australia — a pair of kookaburras 
and a brace of yellow-wattled 
brush turkeys—are recent arrivals 
at the St. Louis Zoo. They may be 
examined by holiday observers at 
the bird house, Director George 
P. Vierheller announced today. 

The kookaburra is a forest- 
dwelling bird of gentle inclination 
but undiscriminating appetite. It 
feeds on snakes and lizards, as 
well as sparrows and insects and 
an occasional bit of aquatic life. 
Its head, almost as large as its 
body, is crowned with a rougish 
pompadour. When it opens its 
mouth, it emits a startling call 
that has earned for it the name, 
“laughing kingfisher.” 

The two Kookaburras are the 
only ones at the Zoo and are the 
first pair to be shown here in 
about 15 years. They are quite 
gentle and permit August Abend- 
roth, bird house superintendent, 
to stroke them whenever he 
wishes. They react quickly to the 
stroking of his hand, breaking 
out in wild laughter. Abendroth 
does not know yet whether the 
stroking tickles them or whether 
they are laughing at his attempt 
to make friends. 

The brush turkeys are the first 
of their species displayed here. 
They are rather undistinguished 
n e, but are interesting 
because of their breeding habits, 
the chicks passing the n 
stage while within the shell of 
their egg. When they are hatched 
they can fly at once. From that 
point on, all but a few, such as 
those in Abendroth’s house, lead 
a very independent existence.

It was the Governor's second 
major legislative. setback in as 
many days. The first came 
Wednesday when the Senate re- 
fused to place an emergency 
clause on Smith’s rural road bill! 
increasing the state gasoline tax 
from 2 to 4 cents a gallon. The 
bill’s supporters wanted the clause 
adopted to prevent submission of 
the tax increase to the voters 
under the referendum. 

Similar bills were introduced in 
the Senate and the House early 
this session to carry out the Gov- 
ernor’s recommendations for re- 
laxation of old age pension eligi- 
bility rules. It was estimated the 
proposed changes would add a 
minimum of 14,000 persons to the 
pension rolls, and increase the an- 
nual. pension costs at least $5,000,- 
000. Some estimates of the costs 
ran as high as $18,000,000 a year. 

Principal purpose of the bills 
was to prohibit the State Welfare 
Division, in determining the need 
of an applicant, from taking into 
consideration the income of rela- 
tives with whom the claimant 
lives. This would have permitted 
persons over 65 years of age, who 
personally have no income or prop- 
erty, but live with ‘relatives fi- 
nancially able to support. them, to 
draw pension checks of more than 
$30 a month from the state. 

The House, always responsive to 
pension politics, passed its bill and 
sent it to the Senate. Meanwhile 
the Senate was emasculating its 
bill with amendments, and spon- 
sors. hesitated to bring up the 
House bill for passage.in the face 
of the strong opposition. 

Legislative leaders had hoped to 


extend, as part of the Governor's 


bill, a temporary provision in- 
creasing .the amount of property 
pensioners May own and still be 
eligible for assistance. 

Under the old law, the limit was 
$1500 for a single person and $2000 
for a married pair. Because of 
the increase in property values, 
the 1945 legislature raised these 
limits to $2500 for a single person | 
and $3000 for married persons. | 
The new limitations, however, ex- | 
pired last midnight under terms | 
of the 1945 act.

Charles G..Ross, after 
replying to Baruch’s criticism, indi- 
cated that Truman himself would 
havé something to say about the 
graduation speech. 

Apparently there was an over- 
night change in White House tac- 
tics because the President tried to 
evade reporters’ ‘questions by re- 
pl no comment. One reason 
for the, change could have been 
that Baruch sailed yesterday 
morning for a two-month vacation 
in Europe and would not be in a 
position to answer. Another rea- 
son could be that Truman would 


¢ not want to engage in a public 


controversy with a man who has 
become a legend because of his 
services to other presidents. It is 
known that both men look at each 
other with considerable skepti- 


No Comment Response. 

At the outset of the press con- 
ference, reporters bombarded the 
President with questions but Tru- 
man evidently had determined to 
be noncommittal. The first ques- 
tion was whether he had any 
comment on SBaruch’s proposal 
that a over-all mobilization bill 
should be sent to Congress at 
once, The answer was no com- 
ment. 

Another reporter pointed out 
that Baruch had said that “neg- 
lect and vacillation” were the rea- 
sons no action had been taken on 
a mobilization bill. Again, no 
comment. 

“Did you reject any mobiliza- 
tion plan?” A third asked, This 
referred to Baruch's statement to 
a reporter Tuesday that the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board, 
under former chairman Arthur M, 
Hill, had approved such a law. 


Truman answered no comment. 


“Did you ever receive any mo- 
bilization plan?” 

Truman answered no and added 
that it was needless to question 
him further—Mr. Baruch was 
badly misinformed and that was 
all he had to say. He continued, 
however, that Charlie Ross had 
amply answered the speech. 

In his anonymous answer, Ross 
had told reporters that when Hill 
was chairman of the NSRB the 
staff had drawn up a tentative 
mobilization plan, ‘that it had not 
been formally approved by the 
members of the NSRB, which in- 
cludes seven Cabinet officers, and 
that it had not been submitted to 
the President. When this White 
House explanation was told to 
Baruch by reporters, he replied: 

“My statement goes. I won't 
reply any further until I see who 
makes the statement. They’ve got 
to get rid of this vested interest 
in error.” 

(Baruch, aboard the liner Queen 
Elizabeth, was reached by ship-to- 
shore telephone last night by The 
New York Times. 

(The Times said Baruch was 

told that Truman had said no 
mobilization plan had been re- 
ceived from the resources board, 
and replied that the President 
should make an examination of 
White House files. 
. (The Times said Baruch re- 
called that a plan was submitted 
to the President in May or June 
of ‘last year by Hill, then chair- 
man of the board.

The signal for this wide-scale 
local and state assault on rent 
controls was trumpeted by the of- 
ficial organ of the real estate lob- 
by soon after Congress enacted 
the watered-down control law. 


The law, permitting states and 
cities to decontrol rents, became 
operative April 1. The lead article 
in the April 11 issue of the Bul- 
letin of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards blazoned 
this advice, “Realtor, here’s a 
great chance.” The article con- 
sisted of down-to-earth instruc- 
tions on how to achieve local de- 
control. Also, how to get rent 
boosts where decontrol could not 
be put through. 

Head of the National Association 
is Ted Maenner, Omaha. He set 
an example for his fellow realtors 
by masterminding the. campaign 
that put the decontrol bill through 
the Nebraska Legislature over the 
head of Gov. Peterson. 

However, despite Maenner’s 
striking success, the Nebraska 
fight is not over. The Veterans of 
Foreign Wars have started a pe- 
tition for a repeal referendum. 
The V.F.W. need 47,633 signatures 
to put the referendum on the balk 
lot. If it can get that number, 
Maenner’s bill automatically will

had reached a compromise between American demands for freer 
trade among European nations and British demands for continued 


stringent regulation, 

The economic differences be- 
tween free enterprise America and 
Socidlist Britain, which many 
diplomatic observers had feared 
might affect Britain-American po- 
litical harmony as well as the 
European Recovery Program, were 
resolved on a basis which eased— 
but did not abolish—restrictions. 

A.small amount of trade—less 
than 2 per cent of the normal 
eight billion dollar yearly volume 
—will be @onducted on a multi- 
lateral competitive basis. Since 
the war, most European trade has 
been conductd on a barter system 
between two nations at a time. 

Last year, when distributing 
Marshall pfan dollars, the United 
States was careful to make no 
moves which might upset the deli- 
cate barter balance. This year, 
however, the men running the 
European Recovery Program felt 
the time had come to loosen up 
trading practices. 

Britain, its dollar and gold re- 
serves dangerously low, argued 


that Europe’s economy was not 


sufficiently recovered to be set 
free of rigid safeguards. 

The opposing points of view 
clashed at the annual policy meet- 
ing of the OEEC (Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation) 
—a group which suggests how 
Marshall plan money should be 
split up among the European 
states, 

The OEEC operates the com- 
plicated intra-European payments 
plan—an ingenious scheme some- 
times known as the “little, Mar- 
shall plan.” It provides that 
those European nations which sell 
more than they buy from other 
European countries lend their 
debtors currency to keep trade 
moving. : 

How Payments Plan Works. 

As an example—Britain might 
lend France pounds to buy British 
goods. In return, the United 
States would give Britain the 
equivalent in dollars of the pounds 
it lent France. Marshall plan dol- 
lars thus dispensed are called 
“conditional aid,” since they are 
given on condition that the re- 
cipient make an equal grant of its 
own currency to another country. 

Last year, these “conditional” 
dollars represented a little more

The best effect this case can have would be 
to take off some of the hysterical pressure which 
has built Red hunting up to dizzy proportions. 
With the Coplon trial ended, it should be possi- 
ble to see other issues with Communist tags in 
better, clearer perspective. 

For in the end, the most important aspect 
of the Coplon case may turn out to be, not the 
indiscretions of th’s misguided young American, 
but the revelations which came when Judge 
Reeves admitted the confidential reports of FBI 
informants. 

The FBI has performed many fine services 
for the country, but it can, in its zeal, go too 
far. The question remains unanswered whether 
it does not go beyond fair bounds when it 
keeps in its files unsupported statements about 


countless citizens.

Just Too Smart 


Rural legislators are said to have outsmarted 
the “city slickers“ in passing the four-cent gaso- 
line tax bill now before Gov. Smith. The rural 
group won support from city legislators With an 
amendment that seemed to erase gas tax ex- 
emptions for farmers, but did not mean what it 
seemed to mean. The result is a measure that 
ignores the state highway system’s needs, and 


= = 
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increases the gas tax for the prineipal benefit 


of county courts and graveled roads. 

These pressure groups which are constantly 
trying to circumvent Missouri’s non-political 
Highway Commission have been much too at- 
tentive to smart tactics. Last year the rural 
road lobbyists, with the aid of oil interests 
hoping to freeze a low tax in the Constitution, 
were smothered in a general election. This time 
the oil crowd opposes the doubled gas tax. Un- 
able to go it alone, the rural group failed to 
win approval of an emergency clause to put 
their bill into immediate effect. 

So the result undoubtedly will be another 
referendum, anq-another defeat at the hands of 
the voters. Who's outsmarting whom? 
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Heat Is No Excuse 

Maybe it was the weather which kept attend- 
ance at a public hearing of the Board of Free- 
holders down to 25 persons. But considering the 
importance of the board’s business, that is not 
much of an excuse. 

It is difficult to escape the conviction that 
a shockingly large number of St. Louisans just 
is not interested in the drafting of a new city 
charter. These people are willing to let some- 
body else do the work. But what loud com- 
plaints will come from some of them if the 
work is not done to their satisfaction! 


In the end, the freeholders, of course, will 
present their recommendations for a reformed 
city government. Just now, however, they are 
engaged in obtaining as much information as 
they can for the guidance of their eventual 
decisions. This means studying the history of 
municipal administration in St. Louis, apprais- 
ing the experience of other communities, and 
pondering the data of such agencies as the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute. 

But nothing can be of more help to the free- 
holders than a knowledge of the experience, the 
opinions and the desires of the people of St. 
Louis. The average citizen may not be an expert 
in matters of public organization, but it is his 
government that is being reshaped. The job 
is being done for his benefit, and it is not going 
to be very successful unless, on the whole, it 
suits his tastes. 

So he owes it to himself to find out as much 
as he can about the various alternatives. And 
he owes it to the freeholders to give them some 
notion of community sentiments. He must not 
forget that the sentiment of the community is 
the sum total of many individual opinions. 

The Board of Freeholders has settled to its 
work in a methodical and purposeful way. It 
deserves co-operation—even if the temperature 
is high. Its members, after all, are as con- 
scious of heat as any other mortals.

School Board’s Predicament 
Somehow the perplexity of the Board of Edu- 
cation, faced with a deficit for the fiscal. year 
now starting, is not the occasion for public sym- 
pathy that it might be. There have been too 
at its budget, and they read like a study in 
doodling. 

At one point the board's finance committee 
debated the cost of teaching students how to 
drive. Then the members worried over low 
rentals paid by tenants of the boarfi’s own build- 
ing, and ‘concluded that we have deen suck- 
ers.” They discussed the cost of coal, but 
couldn't change it. The committee even exam- 
ined an item for laundering oil mops. 

This was not conscientious; it was downright 
unnecessary. It was a perfect example of a 
policy-making body trying to accomplish an ad- 
ministrative duty, namely, to prepare a budget, 
which is the correct concern of the Superintend- 
ent of Instruction and other department heads. 

In another way the School Board created the 
puddle that it fell into. Maintenance costs in 
our schools last year were 8.5 per cent of the 
total budget, though the figure was far above 
the average of 4.3 per cent for schools in 226

teaching. Why? Because appointment of mainte-

As for that prospective $1,451,130 deficit, the 
answer ought to be as elementary as second- 
grade arithmetic. Board member H. M. Stolar 
says the alternatives are either to ask the voters 
for a larger school tax, or to stay within the 
estimated receipts. ‘ 

Granting that the present school tax of 90 
cents on $100 assessed valuation is too low, the 
School Board might recall that the voters re- 
jected an increase two years ago, There would 
have to be a long delay before another refer- 
endum. Thus, the only choice is for the public 
school system to stay within its revenue. 

What the Board of Education should do is to 
tell the school administrators how much money 
they can spend, and order them to budget ac- 
cordingly. Then the board could forget its 
penny-picking quandaries and return to matters 
of policy, which are its proper function.

President Truman asserts in a press confer- 
ence that Bernard M. Baruch, elder statesman 
to two wartime Presidents, was badly misin- 
formed when he accused the Administration of 
taking a “needless gamble” with national se- 
curity. 

With such a dogmatic statement, the Presi- 
dent dismissed the well-buttressed case against 
the Administration that Mr. Baruch presented 
in an address at the Armed Forces Industrial 
College. White House spokesmen had indicated 
that Mr. Truman would refute Mr. Baruch’s case: 

‘The facts remain that the nation is without 
a master mobilization plan for use if war comes 
and that the National Security Resources Board, 
one of the most vital defense agencies, is not 
only without a chairman, but also has been 
stagnating since last December. Mr. .Baruch’s 
honest criticism can only be answered when 


these grave deficiencies are remedied. 
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Peoples’ Victory in Indonesia 

The United Nations, the United States and the 
peoples of southeast Asia have scored à notable 
victory. The Indonesian Republic is back in its 
capital of Jogjakarta, Java. Next Wednesday, the 
Republic’s leaders, exfled since the Dutch began 
their futile campaign of extermination against 
Indonesian guerrillas last December, will re- 
turn to take over the government. 

Restoration of. Jogjakarta to the Indonesians 
is a part of an agreement preliminary to a con- 
ference at The Hague, at which steps fort im- 
plementation of the United Nations’ reeommen- 
dation for forming a sovereign United States of 
Indonesia are to be discussed. The Indonesian 
leaders, in return for their restoration.to power, 
will try to do what 30,000 Dutch troops couldn't. 
They have agreed to issue orders calling off 
the guerrilla war. 

It was a United Nations commission which 
brought about this happy turn of events — a 
United Nations commission backed by the 
United States and the nations of Asia. The 
Dutch have been forced to back down by the 
power of public opinion. 

The Dutch attitude at The Hague conference 
remains to be seen. Any blind imperialists in 
The Netherlands government would do well to 
remember this convincing demonstration that 
the postwar world no longer regards colonial 
exploitation with indifference. /

Abstract logic may justify prohibition against Communists on col- 
lege faculties, teacher says, but results would be worse than evils 
of that led to ban; move not only might provoke subversive action, but 
also would encourage hysteria endangering right of all citizens. 


A Letter to the New York Times by John Dewey, Noted Philosopher 
and Educator, Professor Emeritus, Columbia University 


Two previous articles have appeared in 
the Mirror on whether Communists should 
be allowed to teach. Senator Wayne Morse 
of Oregon wrote in behalf of barring 
Communists from faculties, and Ralph F. 
Fuchs, professor of law, University of 
Indiana, opposed such a prohibition, 
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Up to the present time I have hesitated 
to express the serious doubts I have felt 
about the view that no one who is known 
to be a member of the Communist party 
should be permitted to teach in any higher 
institution of learning. 
qualms was not a belief that the issue 
is not serious; nor was the fear inspired 
by the idea that ex- 
pression of doubt 
would result in my 
being regarded as a 
Communist sympé- 
thizer. It was due to 
my great respect for 


the university men 


who advocated the 
contrary view; and 
who are still active- 
ly engaged in educa- 
tional affairs as I 
am not. 

Moreover, I am 
bound to agree with 
them that member- 
ship in the Commu- 
nist party explicity and officially commits a 
member to placing his loyalty to the party 
and to a foreign nation above his loyalty 
to the country of which he is a citizen 
and subject. In the abstract, there can be 
no doubt that this fact unfits one for the 
office of teaching impressiongple students. 

Aversion, however, to deciding important 
matters on abstract grounds, without ref- 
erence to concrete conditions and prob- 
able consequences, prevented me from giv- 
ing ready assent to the proposition that 
this commitment is of itself alone, with- 
out evidence of bias in conduct of work, 
a sufficient ground for dismissal. 


In any case, it leaves the field open for 
more dangerous subversive action on the 
part of fellow-travelers and those who 
falsely deny they are members of the 
party. 

In the case of fanatical Communists it 
even puts a premium on increased dupli- 
city.. It fails to take account of the fact 
that in all human probability there are

‘members of the Communist party among 


the body of teachers who are not so fanati-

cal as to have engaged in subversive ac- 
tivity on the sly. 

It would not be strange if some of these 
teachers react to the proposed measures 
as a challenge to take their professed Com- 
munism more seriously than they_ have 
done in the past. 

The above reasons are technical, how- 
ever, in comparison with the fact that 
action of the kind proposed is bound to 
have direct consequences which will 


be much more harmful in the end than 


are the evils directly guarded against. 
Such a movement gets taken up into a 
larger movement ‘where it goes far be- 
yond the point that was intended by the 
scholarly leaders who proposed something, 
which in abstract logic was justified. 


It acts as provocation to those who are 
much more emotional than scholarly; who 
are more given to following a crowd than 
to engaging in careful discrimination; it 
stimulates them to carry a campaign to 
the point where the university presidents 


and professors who endorsed a limited 


move will be the first to disapprove. 

This consideration was the original 
ground of my doubts and dissent. I could 
not be sure, however, that in fact the pro- 
posed measure would add fuel to the flame 
of blind and emotional action. Recent 
events have now proved that the fear is 
warranted. 

It is enough in this connection to cite 
the action of the Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities, or at least of its chairman, 
in engaging in a hunt of passages in col- 
lege textbooks that might be regarded as 
“dangerous,” and in carrying on the hunt 
not by private collection of textbooks from 
publishers so as to have them examined 
by experts, but by publicly putting the heads 
of colleges and of universities in a position 
in which they are inevitably exposed to 
suspicion and to public resentment which 
has been needlessly and harmfully in- 
flamed. 

It is to be hoped that the public re- 
sponse to the very great error of the com- 
mittee will check the hysterical wave. I 
do not see, however, how the original pro- 
posal, coming as it did from university 
e did anything, to put it as mildly 

possible, to discourage the sort of thing 
which has been going on. 

Probably some of these teachers were 
moved by a proper desire to protect insti- 
tutions of learning from unjust and whol- 
ly needléss suspicion and attack. The out- 
come, however, seems to teach quite a dif- 
ferent lesson.

The reviewer who is reminded of some 
thing to eat every time he reads a book 
will have no trouble in placing “Young 
William Washbourne,” It qualifies imme- 
diately as a neatly tossed green salad 
being cool, crisp, light and expertly sea- 
soned. As such it is good any time but 
is particularly suitable for the hot season 
when the digestive processes of the mind 
need pampering. 

Young William Washbourne is the young- 
est son of an English country family whose 
antecedents were examined at some length 
by Mr. Pakington in previous novels. His 
profession is the navy and his avocation 
is love. As often happens in the navy. 
young William is,more preoccupied with 
sex than sextants and through a com- 
bigation of dilatory tactics, conventional 
reticences and environmental pressures, 
finds himself engaged to one girl while 
he’s madly enamored of another. 

As the story unwinds, William moves 
back and forth between the verdant pa» 
tures of an idyllic’ 
prewar England, and 
various near and far 
posts of empire. The 
plot is so slight that 
even the most inven- 
tive author could 
have done little with 
it if he had tried to 
make it into a pure 
story of incident. Mr. 
Pakington, as it turns 
out, is extremely fac- 
lle in making a series 
of incredible events 
seem plausible and in 
keeping the action 
on the move. His 
greatest success, however, is with the group 
of high-comedy characters, most of whom 
are slightly wacky and all of whom have 
a fascinating exuberance. 

There is Miss Roper, for instance, the 
aunt and absent-minded duenna of his 
beloved Cynthia who toured Mongolia on 
foot; T. K., the father of his fiancee 


of Indian blankets; William's aunt, 
has interested herself; in the morals of 
the navy’s officer-class; Mrs. White-Wright - 
who blows iridescent bubbles of scandal 
with nothing but thin air to work with; 
Mrs. Smalley, the turtle-necked schemer 
and mother of William’s cold-muttqn in- 
tended, and so on. 
Actually they are all literary stereotypes 
traditional upper-class English eccen- 
cs, but Mr. Pakington not only keeps his 
story from degenerating into sheer farce, 
but convinces us that he is presenting a not 
too exaggerated picture of English life 
as it was. It's a smooth and agreeable 
novel, spiced with delicate irony and full 
of amusing dialogue. And incidentally 
William gets the girls he wants. To know 
that in advance will have little effect on 
the reader's enjoyment of the story.

Eduouard de Rothschild, member 
of the noted international banking 
family, died yesterday at his home. 
He was 81 years old. 

The baron had been president of 
Rothschild Brothers Bank and a 
director of the Bank of France. 
After the capitulation of France 
in 1940, Baron Rothschild left 
France with his wife and daugh- 
ter. They reached New York by 
plane with more than $1,000,000 in 
jewels and spent the war years 
there.

VOTE ON PLAN 70 LIBERALIZE 
SCHOOL TAX BOOST APPROVED 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 1 — 
Submission to Missouri voters of 
a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment, which would permit a pub- 
lic school district to triple its 
school tax levy, by simple major- 
ity vote in an election, Was or- 
dered yesterday afternoon by the 
Legislature. 

The House passed a Senate-ap- 
proved resolution for submission 
of the proposed amendment to the 
voters in the 1950 election. This 
is final action, as such resolutions 
de not go to the Governor for 
approval. 

Under the present, constitution 
a school district may increase its 
school tax above the constitutional 
limit which may be levied by the 
local school board, by two-thirds 
majority in an election, for a 
four-year period. The proposed 
— would permit such dis- 
triets to increase the tax, up to 
three times the limit the board 
may levy, by a bare majority in 
an election in districts in cities 
of 75,000 or more population such 
an increase could be voted for a 
two-year period. In rural districts 
and those in cities of less than 
75,000 population the increase 
could be voted for one year.

Everyone takes his archjtecture as seriously as big-league 
baseball in “THE FOUNTAINHEAD,” at the ST, LOUIS, a 
phenomenon we never noticed’ before on the American scene. 
Gary Cooper plays a sort of younger Frank Lioyd Wright, a 

man whose advanced architectural ideas 
make him the target for a series of vicious 
attacks by a tabloid newspaper run by Ray- 
mond Massey. When the board of a public 
housing project Gary has designed puts a lot 
of gingerbread on the pure abstract modern 
Unes of his creation, Gary, a believer in direct 
action but not in law courts, simply blows. up 


the building. 

This is in line with the feverish temperature everyone 
runs even at the mention of a design. The heroine, Patricia 
Neal, quits her job of household hints editor at the newspaper 
in indignation over the attack on Gary. Later, when she sees 
Gary’s first successful apartment, she is so overcome she 
throws herself at him with a mad light in her eye, breathing 
heavily and rasping, 1 love you.” He puts her off, and she 
marries the publisher, but when Gary designs a modernistic 
dream home for the couple, her old passion flames anew, She 
also has a trend for destruction, which runs the opposite to 
Gary’s; she hurls a statue out of a high window because it’s 
too beautiful and she’s falling in love with it. 

The evil genius behind the newspaper's attacks is the 
architectural critic, played by Robert Douglas, He wears a 
winged collar to work, something we've never even seen a 
music critic do. He seems to be the architectural dictator of 
the country, a famous hack architect cringes before him 
begging for a job. Douglas is so eminent that even the 
city editor defers to him for ideas on what to crusade against. 


When he is fired, the entire staff quits, and the newspaper - 


board of directors wants him back as publisher. There are 
dark hints that he is an embryo man on horseback; he has 
some advanced neo-Fascist ideas, being out to crush all in- 
dividual genius so the mediocre mob might be easier to con- 
trol, and whips up demonstrations against the paper for ap- 
« provifig of Gary’s bombing. 

But Gary makes a stirring jury speech on the rights of 
the rugged individual—even to blowing up buildings—and he’s 
acquitted. The newspaper publisher commissions him to build 
the highest skyscraper in New York as a monument, then 
shoots himself. Gary marries the widow, and they soar on, 
presumably to higher and higher buildings. 

As may be gathered from the foregoing, “The Fountain- 
head,” is one of the dilliest offerings to reach theescreen in 
yedrs. Ayn Rand, who wrote both the novel and the screen 
play, seems to have gotten her ideas on how people talk from 
Victorian novels and her ideas on human motivation from 
comic books, She worked in an architect's office six months 
for background, but I doubt if she ever was closer to a news- 
paper than the want-ad desk. Director King Vidor seems to 
have been intoxicated by the bizarre screenplay, for he lets 
his actors be as pompous as their lines, except for Cooper, who 
couldn't overact if he tried, and merely looks worried and 


haggard.
